THOUSANDS SPENT 
TO PAMPER ROLPH 
PETS IN HOSPITAL 


No Money for Star Starving but Can 
Repaint Rooms 8 ‘Times to 
Please Whim of 
Parasite 


STOCKTON, Jan. 10th— When 
Rolph says he can’t see how the 
state of California can supply any 
money to relieve the unemployed, 
he lies. He lies because he knows 
about hundreds of such places as 
I’m about to describe, where graft 
and slush funds fill the pockets of 
his rich, fat pets. 

At the State Hospital here Go- 
vernor Rolph sees to it that thous- 
ands of dollars of the state funds 
are squandered. His appointee, Dr. 
Margaret Smyth, draws.a salary of 
$4,500 yet gives very little time to 
the job. Her niece attends the 
College of the Pacific, and. gets 
$50 a month from the State as her 
Aunt’s maid. But the patients do 
all the maid’s work. Dr. Smyth’s 
other nieces and her mother live 
here most of the time at the State’s 
expense; the State cars and driv- 
er is at their disposal day and 
night. Trees were cut and the road 
changed at a cost of $12,000 to 
amuse her brother who is a dentist 
in San Francisco, and now the 
road is almost impassable. 

A house buiit for Dr. Smyth 
which was to cost $11,000, cost 
$20,000 The wall paper cost $75 
and was torn off two days later 
because her family did not like it. 
Some of the rooms were painted 
7 and 8 times before the family 
would pay for them. The State’s 
money is paid for these extravagan- 
ces, and will continue to pay for 
them. The patients for whom the 
money is supposed to be spent, 
don’t even get sugar on the table. 

Workers are being discharged 
constantly so that cheaper help 
can be hired. Now a worker gets 
only $11 a month, which will not 
support a family. 

We workers who are being dis- 
charged without a chance of de- 
fending ourselves, see all this, and

WAR, PRISONS GET 
MILLIONS IN CALIF 


In the course ‘of the Unemployed 
Convention held at California Hall, 
San Francisto-on Monday, January, 
11, a number of facts were brougui 
out in the reports of the State 
Hunger March Committee which 
illustrate the contemptuous atti- 
tude of the bosses and the State 
Government towards the starving 
masses. The capitalist politicians 
have been appropriating sky-rock- 
eting increases of State funds for 
war and for terror, but have not 
given any money at all for relief 
of the starving and destitute un- 
employed workers. 

While every demand for unem- 
pioyed relief and insurance was 
attacked as “exhorbitant,” the feol- 
lowing increases in expenditures 
for military affairs were made: 

1923-1925 $ 42.500 


1925-1927 321,500 
1927-1929 104,708 
1929-1931 304,500 
1931-1933 606,000 


This increase in military expen 
ditures represents a_ staggering 
jump 1500 per ceht in eight 
years. 

Appropriations for preparations 
for terrorizing the population are 
even more startling.

1925-1927 423.500 
1927-1929 634,500 
1929-1931 1,189,000 
For 1931-1933 approximately 
$1,000,000 was appropriated. The 
terror expenditures for prisons a- 
lone was increased thirty fold or 
5000 per cent in the last eight 


years. The total budget of the 
State has increased from $91,000 
000 for the two years from 1923 to 
1925 to $145,000,000 for 1931-193 

These facts nail the lies of Go 
vernor Rolph, the “socialists,” and 
the A. F. of lL. fakers who charge 
that the demands for unemployed 
relief and military workers through- 
out the State are impossible, 
cause there are no funds available 

The source of funds for such 
relief are clearly available. The 
government instead used the mo- 
ney to jail workers for stealing 
a loaf of bread, to build a large 
military with which to attack de- 
monstrating militants and to make 
preparations for new wars. If the 
government did give this money 
to unemployed relief, some of the

Cuban Workers and Soldiers in Revolt 


HAVANA, Cuba, Jan. 16—Establishment of a brutal iron bound 
military dictatorship over Camaguey province was announced here 
last. week. 

Forty soldiers were arrested for 
were reputed to have been shot. 

No one is allowed to be on the streets after midnight, and a com- 
plete press censorship has been clamped down. 

Camaguey province is in the center of the rich sugar cane growing 
region dominated by American corporations. ‘The wage cutting and 
firing campaign carried on by these corporations has been fiercest 
in Camaguey province, and the workers in the sugar mills have 
answered this by a series of militant strikes. 


New Terror Against Rebels in Chile and Peru 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Jan. 15—Increased terror against the revo- 
lutionary workers and peasants was seen in the recent government 
decree, providing heavy penalties against any expression of dis- 
content with the starvation conditions now maintained throughout 
the country. 

Directed particularly against workers in the army and navy, the 
emergency laws are for the purpose of stifling the growing wave of 
revolutionary indignation among the soldiers and sailors, at the 
recent execution in the navy. 

Raids against working class organizations have been in progress 
since Christmas. Vicious attacks have been made against Commun- 
ist Party headquarters, All army and air corps reserves have been 
ordered to report for active duty to suppress the revolting peasants

Soldiers and Workers Fraternize in Spain 
Portugal Struggles 


SPAIN, Jan, 2-—Military struggles here and in Portugal are an 
indication of the widespread discontent of the workers and peasants, 
and their determination to fight against oppressive conditions im- 
posed on them by the government. 

A series of peasant uprisings in the vicinity of Badajoz resulted 
in six deaths and many injuries. In San Sebastian, three men were 
badly wounded and a number of others received injuries when the 
police charged a group of workers, gathered at military headquarters 
to demand the release of several soidiers facing court martial pro- 
ceedings. 

In northern Portugal, motor bus and taxicab traffic was paralyzed 
today by a sudden strike after the government refused the drivers’ 
demands for higher wages. The driver of a bus at Oporto was killed 
and five wounded. ‘The government has threatened 
the strikers with deportation to African colonies.

WAGES IN PORTL'D 
ASKED BY A, FL. 


Bosses Propose Cut and Re- 
actionary Fakers Try to 
Suppress Militants 
Who Oppose It 


Wearing his diapers at half-mast, 
Mahatma Gandhi was taken on Jan. 
4, from his tent on top of a tene- 
ment house at Bombay, and hustled 
off to the hoosegow in a limousine, 
charged with saying naughty words 
and stamping his foot. 

At the time of arrest he refused 
to make any statement. At 3 A. M., 
by arrangement with Gandhi's pu- 
blicity agent, the police knocked 
on the door and asked if he was 
ready. He responded by smiling 
at the officer, and showing his 
Pullman teeth — two uppers and 
three lowers. The reason for his 
silence was that it was Monday 
and he never talks on Monday— 
his wife can’t stand it. 

He responded to questions by 
writing notes which he tore from al 
roll wf thin, perforated paper, or, 
by making signs, such as shrugging 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan.18—Call- 
ing upon the workers in the Port- 
land building trades to resist the 
sell-out tactics of the American 
Federation of Labor, the Trade 
Unity Union League issued a state- 
ment exposing the sham battle be- 
ing engaged in by the A. F. of L.

Sev- 
eral thousand of them blockaded 
the road and rushed upon the po- 
licemen.

The police fought back desper- 
ately, using two whole cans of 
talcum powder.

Call All Workers to

SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 4— Nils 
Bergren, Swedish - born young 
worker of Portland, has been orm 
dered deported for membership in 
the International Labor Defense. 
The immigration authorities, R. P. 
Bonhan, in Portland, used the 
clause about “violent erganiza- 
tions” against the ILD. 

Despite the fact that no. wit- 
nesses for the government could 
prove that Communist and I.L.D. 
literature was the same, this is 
used by the immigration author- 
ities for “evidence.” The LL.D. 
rents the Workers Hall, 191 3rd 
street and the C. P. U. S. A. main- 
tains a book case with its own 
agent responsible for it. This was 
clearly shown as was the fact that 
various workers’ organizations sub- 
rented the hall. 

The immigration authiontlae call- 
ed in the landlord and he told them, 
“You know the I. L. D. is not the 
Cc.
